Hail, rain, wind and lightning, 


composing one of the most un- 
usual storms this year, swept over 
Kingston shortly after 5 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon leaving in its 
wake uprooted trees, broken win- 
dows, slashed awnings, damaged 
gardens and broken wires of the 
telephone and house lighting sys- 
tems in Kingston. 


It was about 5:15 o'clock that 


afternoon when there was a sud- 
den deluge of hail the size of 
mothballs that pelted the lower 
section of the city, and continued 
for about 10 minutes, followed by 
a deluge of rain. 


The storm seemed to strike the 


city from the southwest sweep- 
ing in over the Wilbur section of 
the city and cutting a path 
through the lower section of the 
city and out Downs street to the 
Saugerties road. 


Breaks at 5:15 


It was at 5:15 o'clock that re- 


ports of storm damage began to be 
received in police headquarters. 
The first was for a large limb 
blown down on Flatbush avenue, 
near the railroad crosing, and 
was followed quickly by reports 
of wires being down on East 
Chester street, Mary's avenue, 
Montrepose avenue, First avenue, 
Elmendorf street, near the rail- 
road bridge, Cornell street, Downs 
street and Ora Place and Derren- 
bacher street. 


Uproots Metal Garage 


A one-car metal garage in the 


rear of 376 Hasbrouck avenue was 
uprooted by the high wind and 
blown upside down over on the 
adjoining property, while a near- 
by tree on Hasbrouck avenue was 
uprooted and hurled across the 
sidewalk. 


The hall that fell was similar 


to the storm that swept over 
Kingston the latter part of May 
two years ago, but that hail 
storm did considerably more dam- 
age than the one of yesterday. 


The hail that fell yesterday 


pelted the roofs of houses and in 
some sections of the city smashed 
windows, while awnings on porches 
were badly ripped by the hail and 
wind. 


The hail storm was accom- 


panied by a high wind which tore 
loose branches of trees, and kept 
the Board of Public Works busy 
for several hours with men and' 
trucks cleaning up the debris. 


While hail was falling in the 


lower section downtown only a 
few drops of rain and no hail fell 
in the uptown business section of 
the city, but later there was rain, 
but not enough fell to halt the 
ball game at the Municipal Sta- 
dium. 


Amount of Rainfall 


According to the records in the 


city engineer's office in the city 
hall there was a fall of .35 of an 
inch in approximately 35 minutes 
shortly after 5 o'clock. 


Before the storm broke the city 


hall thermometer recorded a high 
of 90 degrees and in ten minutes 
while the hail storm was in pro- 
gress the mercury dropped to a 
low of 61 degrees, and when the 
storm ceased the mercury began 
climbing again.

Washington, Aug. 4 UP).—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's program for the 
greatest 
expansion of American 


defenses since World War days 
was enacted by the congress now 
nearing adjournment, but leaders 
regarded ruefully today the un- 
solved questions of foreign policy 
which will confront them in Janu- 
ary. 


The dozen or so principal enact- 


ments of this session dealing di- 
rectly with foreign affairs involved 
no decision on the basic questions 
dividing congress and the presi- 
dent: 


How far should the government 


go in protecting American inter- 
ests abroad and in cooperating 
with other nations in seeking to 
safeguard world peace? Should 
the sale of arms to warring na- 
tions be permitted? 
. 
An exception to the foreign pol- 


icy discord was the sign of agree- 
ment among some leaders of both 
parties on the administrator s sud- 
den and unexpected notice cancel- 
ling the 1911 commercial treaty 
•vith Japan. 


Clears Way for Debate 


This action clears the way for 


congressional debate on an em- 
bargo against the shipment to 
Japan of raw materials aiding 
that nation in its undeclared war 
on China. 
' 
Thus, unless a European explos- 


ion should bring a call for a 
special session in the meantime, 
congress in January will face the 
two momentous issues of the 
Japanese embargo and revision of 
the neutrality law.

The warm reception given the 


president's defense recommenda- 
tions was in contrast with the 
cold shoulder turned

other proposals. With hardly a 
murmur of criticism, congress 
provided for these military- rein- 
forcements: 
A trebled army air force of 


5,500 or more planes; new guns, 
tanks and other weapons costing 
§110,000,000; a string of air bases 
and depots on the continent, on 
offshore islands, and in Alaska, 
Hawaii. Puerto Rico and in the 
Canal Zone; more than a score 
new warships, including two 4o,- 
000 ton battleships that may be 
the world's largest. 
Other arms reinforcements in- 


clude measures to strengthen the 
Panama Canal, to train 95,000 col- 
lege youths as air pilots within the 
next five years, and to start acqui- 
sition of "a reserve stock of im- 
ported minerals and other ir 
terials vital in wartime. 


A measure was approved only 


yesterday providing a third set of 
locks for the Panama Canal esti- 
mated to cost $277,000,000. Minor 
differences between house and 
senate versions of the bill remain 
to be adjusted.

fortune disappeared in the Nazi 
absorption of their homeland — 
plunged to death last night from 
the 13th floor of the Congress Ho- 
tel.The three bodies struck almost 
simultaneously on the sidewalk of 
Michigan avenue. They landed 
near several stragglers from the 
late evening crowds. 


A taxi driver shouted in hor- 


ror and a park policeman, William 
Gonoude, standing some 300 feet 
away, came running. The woman 
was dead when he arrived. He 
thought the little boys might still 
be alive and rushed their broken 
bodies, clad in sun suits, to a hos- 
pital, but they, too, were dead. 


The spectacular leap occurred 


about six hours after the woman 
had registered at the hotel at 5 
p. m. as Mrs. Delia Frank of New 
York city. Pictures found in a 
zipper bag in her room and plh- 
er evidence enabled police investi- 
gators to establish her real iden- 
tity. 


She was Mrs. Karl Langer, 43, 


and the boys were her sons, Karl 
Tommy, 6, and Jan Michael, 4. The 
husband and father, a 46-year-old 
former textile manufacture in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia, was found 
in his basement apartment home 
on the West Side. 


No one in the hotel saw the 


plunge and the police said it was 
difficult to determine whether Mrs. 
Langer flung the youngsters out 


the window and jumped after 
them, or gathered them in her 
arms and leaped. Her left wrist 
was slashed and a blood-stained 
razor blade was found in the ho- 
tel room. 


Witnesses on the street had di- 
vergent opinions about the order in 
which the bodies fell, although Po- 
liceman Monoude said it appeared 
to him the woman's body landed 
first, followed in an instant by the 
boys'. 


The police theorized the children 


had been sleeping and probably 
never knew of their doom. No 
cries were heard. 


When Mrs. Langer registered 


she asked for "a nice airy room." 
The boys were seen in the lobby 
about 6 p. m. Later their mother 
took them out, all three return- 
ing about 10 p. m. 


On the way to their room she 


told the elevator operator: "The 
boys are tired; they are going to 
see their daddy in the morning." 


Stunned by the tragddy, his un- 


familiarity with the English lan- 
guage adding to his anguish, Lan- 
ger was taken to central police 
station by sympathetic officers. He 
clutched his throat as he gave a 
statement, with the aid of an in- 
terpeter and friends. 


Then the police placed him in a 


cell because, they said, they feared 
he might harm himself. He was 
not permitted to view the bodies 
during the night.

discussion of British-Japanese dif- 
ficulties that a British fleet might 
be sent to the Orient "in certain 
circumstances." 


Contrasting the United States' 


isolation with Britain's position 
amid European troubles, he said 
that even though "insults and in- 
juries'^ had been heaped on Brit- 
ons by Japanese in the Far East 
there are limits to the protection 
Britain now can afford her citi- 
zens there. 


Squadron Maintained 


A naval squadron without capi- 


tal ships—battleships and battle 
cruisers—is maintained by Britain 
in China waters. 


Negotiations between Japan and 


Britain in Tokyo have been going 
badly. A Japanese government 
source declared Britain's attitude

"Obviously the two attitudes are 


connected," this source said of 
British-American policies in the 
Far East.

The British stand and American 


treaty allegation are "forcing" 
Japan toward an outright military 
alliance with Germany and Italy, a 
high Japanese government official 
said. The three powers already 
are joined in a pact to fight inter- 
national communism.

sibly a diplomatic feint, possibly 
genuine—came from Italy where 
the Japanese ambassadors to Ger- 
many and Italy met at Villa 
D'Este with their military attaches 
and large staffs.

The summer home of Mrs. R. A'- 


Beatty of 509 West 112th street, 
New York city, located along the 
Hudson river near the mouth of 
Black Creek at Esopus was looted 
Wednesday by two negro youths 
from the English Village, a part of 
the New York Protestant Episco- 
pal City Mission Society which oc- 
cupies the former Col. Payne prop- 
erty at West Park, and on Thurs- 
day afternoon the boys paid a 
second visit to the house to re- 
move more loot and then to cover 
up their crime fired the building^ 


Valued at $8,000 the house was 


completely destroyed and the con- 
tents which included numerous old 
family relics and antiques were a 
total loss. The contents were val- 
ued at 
$7,000. Recently 
Mrs. 


Beatty had installed a new elec- 
tric lighting plant on the premises 
and this was also destroyed. To- 
day Mrs. Beatty, who was staying 
at the Governor Clinton Hotel, 
was reported as ready to rebuild 
the premises immediately. 


Theft Discovered 


Wednesday afternoon 
it was 


learned that the premises had 
been entered and a quantity of 
furnishings taken. The theft was 
first observed when Claude Bar- 
ringer, who operates a service 
station on 9-W near the entrance 
to the Beatty property, made * 
routine visit to the place -where 
he acts as caretaker while Mrs. 
Beatty is absent. The theft was 
reported to Sergeant E. X, Hulse 
at Highland and with. Trooper 
Lynn Baker an investigation was 
made. Troopers John S, Metzger 
and George Braisted of the B. G. 
I. and Troopers Arthur Reilly and 
James Benson also were called in 
on the job. The burglary .was not 
reported until late Wednesday and 
after a preliminary investigation 
the troopers left to resume their 
investigation Thursday. 


Thursday the investigation was 


resumed and it was learned that 
the two negro boys from the Eng- 
lish Village were missing. They 
had not returned to the mission 
on Wednesday evening, according; 
to John G. Rommel, director. 


Thursday afternoon about 3:30 


o'clock campers on Esopus island 
observed smoke at ' the Beatty 
place which is located in the 
woods off the highway and along 
the river. Its location makes it 
impossible for anyone on the high- 
way to see the premises. The 
campers rowed to shore and noti- 
fied Mr. Barringer of the fire but 
by this time the frame house was 
past saving. 


Search Begins 


A search was begun for the two 


missing youths from the mission 
and they were finally located in a 
camp south of the Beatty place 
v/hero they had set up an elabor- 
ately furnished 
camp in the 
woods. 


When apprehended the lads con- 


fessed to their act. They told offi- 
cers they had left the mission on 
Wednesday 'and gone to the Beatty 
place where they looted the place 
of numerous articles which they 
took to their camp in the woods. 
Included in the articles was bed 
clothing, furniture, guns, canned 
food, field glasses, fishing tackle. 
umbrellas, 
electric 
lights 
and 


clocks, saws and tools and other 
articles. They remained in the 
woods all night and then paid a 
second visit to the Beatty place 
Thursday afternoon after they 
jelieved people seen there had 
.eft. 


Sergeant Hulse said the boys 


admitted going to the house again 
Thursday about 3 o'clock when 
:hey believed they would be un- 
observed and taking a 12-guage 
shot-gun, a .32 Smith & Wesson 
revolver, a Colts revolver and 
other articles.

matches and while on the second 
loor on the south side they set 
ire to the window curtains and.

Lepke, the Boy ^ho Made IJad, 
Has Dodged Man Hunters 2 Years 


By The AP Feature Service 


New York—Louis "Lepke" Buchalter is an East 


Side boy who made bad—so bad that he's worth 
$10,000 to anyone who turns him in. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation calls him 


one of the most wanted criminals in the United 
States. Prosecutor Thomas Dewey says the fugi- 
tive is waging a war of 
extermination against 


members and former members of his gang. 


Not a great deal is known about -this, shifty- 


eyed big shot charged with preying, on the fur, 
bakery, garment, and trucking businesses in the 
New York area. 


Two years ago he jumped bail of $10,000 in a 


racketeering case. Now 25 FBI agents, 25. New 
York cops and 6 agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment's narcotics division (lie's been linked to a nar- 
cotics ring, too) have full-time jobs hunting him. 


Only twice in the two years have police picked 


up the trail; both times it was hours cold. Dewey 
thinks one reason he's been so slippery is that he 
has plenty of money. And another is the fact that 
he is little known. 


The spotlight has played on most of the under- 


world big shots who have been killed or caught, 
but not on Lepke—until just recently. 


Then a New York business man was murdered. 


Police said it was because he looked like a former 
Lepke aid. And Dewey added that in the past two 
years three of Lepke's former associates have been 
Killed, and two have vanished. Because of this 
"murder by mistake," Dewey asked that the reward 
be raised 520.000. 


The fugitive is 42, has a wife and son, 18; is 


about 5'/2 feet tall; weighs 160, has brown hair and 
eyes, large straight, blunt-ended nose, and big ears. 
And the bill for chasing him is given as $200,000 a 
year.
